"GOOD MORNING: Robert Vaughn applied for 
a visa to Red China, Peking to be specific. The 
'Man From U.N.C.L.E.* hopes to qualify for a 
'scholar visa' via courses currently preparing 
him for a Ph.D. (in communications) at USC . . . 
Although the Chinese are probably unfamiliar with 
'Napoleon Solo's' tv exploits, they are undoubtedly 
cognizant of Vaughn's political activities, his 
friendship with the Robert Kennedys, and akin 
comments on the Vietnamese situation ... In 
addition to the obvious problems with a visit to 
China, Vaughn also would have to go - if cleared - 
when the Chinese deemed opportune. It might not 
Jibe with the thesp's current feature, 'Venetian 
Affair.'" 


A review of the Los Angeles files reveals an 
individual who declined to furnish any name telephonically 
advised the FBI office at Los Angeles on July 6 , 1966 that 
Robert Vaughn had recently appeared on the Merv Griffin 
TV show. Vaughn is the star from the "Man From U.N.C.L.E." 
series and told about his recent trip to the Soviet Union 
and called it the most rewarding experience I have ever had. 
According to Vaughn, while he was in the USSR, a number of 
persons came up to him, embraced him, and said they hoped 
their children and our children would live in peace together. 
The person who furnished this information to the Los Angeles 
Division would not furnish any name and declined to elaborate

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The Bureau has observed for some time that Vaughn, 
a well-known television actor and star of the television 
program "Man From U.N.C.L.E. ," has actively supported and 
participated as a speaker in various demonstrations and 
programs protesting U. S. involvement in Vietnam. In this 
regard, he has had the opportunity to associate and work 
with individuals who are a part of the communist movement 
and who are extensively engaged in protesting U. S. policy 
in Vietnam. 


As a result of his activities and in view of his 
prominence as a nationally-known television actor, you are 
instructed t o promptly prepare and submit a report on Vaughn 
along with your recommendation concerning his inclusion in 
the Security or Reserve Index, if warranted. Your investi¬ 
gation should be limited to a review of your indices and 
contacts with logical confidential informants and established 
sources only in order to determine the extent of subject's 
involvement, if any, with the communist movement. No 
additional active investigation is to be conducted in this 
matter without prior Bureau authority.

An anonymous complainant telephonlcally advised on 
July 6 , 1965 that ROBERT VAUGHN had been a recent guest on the 
Merv Griffin Television Show, on KTTV, Channel 11, in Los 
Angeles and told of his trip to the Soviet Union. He called 
it the most rewarding experience that he ever had. He said 
that while there, numerous people came up to him and embraced 
him, saying they hoped their children and ours would live in 
peace together.

The "People’s World" (PW) issue of February 26, 1966 , 
on page ten, carried an article which indicated that ROBERT 
VAUGHN delivered a speech at the California Democratic Council ,... 
Convention at Bakersfield,. California, on February 19* 1966, 
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and attacked the war in Vietnam. He stated that he felt compelled 
to continue his vocal opposition because he is convinced that 
"the establishment is in error" and he feels that it is "incumbent 
upon my responsibility as a citizen to voice my conclusions 
publicly". 


The "People's World" is a west coast Communist 

newspaper which is published weekly in San 

Francisco. 

"The Valley News and Valley Green Sheet", a daily 
newspaper which is published in Van Nuys, California, in 
its issue of October 4, 1966 , in Section One on page five 
carried an article which indicated that ROBERT VAUGHN was 
scheduled to speak on "California Politics, 1966 " before a 
group of Democratic women at 19102 Ventura Boulevard, Tarzana, 
California, on October 4, 1966 . The article stated that while 
VAUGHN was enroute to Venice, Italy to make a motion ■ picture, 
he managed to include on his schedule: lunch with Denmark's 
Secretary of State, dinner with the Swedish and Finnish 
Cabinet Members, and a conference with Dr, MARTIN LUTHER KING. 

His departure from the United States was prefaced 
by a trip to Virginia, where he was a house guest of the 
ROBERT- KENNEDY 1 s . 

The article also indicated that in his spare time, 
he is studying for his Doctorate at the University of California 
at Los Angeles. 

LA T-l (2/17/67 ) 

This source advised that VAUGHN was interviewed by 
MARK DAVIDSON, the "Roving Reporter" for KHJ-Television, 

Channel Nine, Los Angeles, California, on February 14, 1967* 
by video-tape for use at a later date. 

VAUGHN indicated that young men opposed to the draft . 
should base their attitude on the Neurenberg Decision, which 
was that personal!, beliefs were above national requirements. 

In regard to achieving specific objectives in social 
change, VAUGHN suggested that senators and other elected 
legislators are very susceptible to massive mail. He stated 
that they should be sure to write and discuss personally as 
actively and vigorously as possible, any issue which is 
considered important. 
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This source advised that VAUGHN was to be asked 
to speak at California State College at Los Angeles, during 
the week of April 8-15, 19&7 at a meeting to be sponsored 
by the Ad Hoc Program Committee. 

The "Evening Outldok", a daily newspaper, published 
in Santa Monica, California, in its issue of April 8, 1967 , 
on page five■carried an article which indicated that five 
days of anti-war films, panel discussions, and speeches had 
been scheduled at the University of California at Los 
Angeles, and was sponsored by an Ad Hoc Faculty and Student 
Committee. Among those scheduled to appear was ROBERT VAUGHN, 
the "Man from U.N.C.L.E." 

The Los Angeles Times, a daily newspaper published 
in Los Angeles, California, in its issue of April 11, 1967 , 

Eart III, page 14, carried an article captioned "UCLA Group 
Opens 3 Day Peace Series". It was indicated that this was 
to be sponsored by the Ad Hoc Spring Mobilization Committee 
of the University of California at Los Angeles, -which was 
described as a coalition of faculty and students wishing to 
focus campus attention on the war in Vietnam. Among the speakers 
scheduled was ROBERT VAUGHN, the television actor. 

The Spring Mobilization Committee was formed as 
an outgrowth of the November 8, 1966 Mobilization 
Committee at a conference at Cleveland, Ohio, on 
November 26, 1966, for the purpose of organizing 
national and international action on April 15 , 1967* 
centering about major demonstrations in San Francisco 
Bay area and New York City, in protest of the war 
in Vietnam. 

LA T-3 (4/17/67) 

This source advised that VAUGHN was among the 
speakers at Kezar Stadium in San Francisco, California, on 
April 15* 1967* concerning the Spring Mobilization Committee to End 
the War in Vietnam. He stated that we "have been talking peace ' 
while escalating the War" and that "face has been lost". He 
depored that "we the people by and large, have no empathy for 
what is happening in Vietnam or we wouldn't let it happen." 
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VAUGHN said that "a brand of' Facism reigns under the guise 
of Americanism." He said that "America is. beginning to 
emulate the decadent societies of the past", and asked 
"When, in the name of justice, are we going to wake up?" 

LA T-4 (5/8/67) 

This source advised that on April 17, 1967* the 
Mort Sahl Program on Los Angeles radio station KLAC, 
broadcasted a. tape recording of a speech by ROBERT VAUGHN. 

.Portions of- this tape indicated that VAUGHN had said; 

"it is a mistake to make Vietnam pro -United States, 
just to save face." 

"Face is already lost; we talk peace, but esculate 
the war." 

"Our nation can change from violence to creativity." 

"History will record out desolation - we have no 
empathy." 

"Some say bomb hell out of them, they swagger instead 
of think with their slick new face of barbarism." 

"They ask us to contribute to a war run by our elders. 

The government failure in southeast Asia is treason." 

"We've had enough lies, enough babies burned." 

The "Daily Trojan", the campus newspaper at the University 
of Southern California, in its issue of May 12, 1967 , on page one, 
carried an article which indicated that ROBERT VAUGHN would 
speak on the war in Vietnam, on May 12, 1967 . ■ This speech was 
to.be-delivered at a 'teach in' in the student lounge of the Student 
Union at the University of Southern California. One of the 
sponsors of this affair was the Students For a Democratic 
Society. (SDS). 

The Students For a Democratic Society, as it is 

known today, came into being at a founding 

convention, which was held at Port Huron, Michigan 
' in June 1962 . The Students For a Democratic Society 
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is an association of young people on 
the left and has a current program of 
protesting the draft, promoting a 
campaign for youths to develop a con¬ 
scientious objector status, denouncing 
the United States intervention in the 
war in Vietnam, and to "radically trans¬ 
form" the university community and 
provide for its complete control by 
students. GUS HALL, General Secretary, 

Communist Party - United States of 
America, when interviewed by a represen¬ 
tative of the United Press International 
in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 

1965 , described the SDS as a part of the 
"responsible left" which the party : "has 
going for us." At the June 1965 SDS 
National Convention, an antI-Communist 
proviso was removed - from the SDS 
Constitution. In the October 7 > 1966 
issue of the "New Left Notes", the 
official publication of the SDS, an 
SDS spokesman stated that there are some 
Communists in the SDS, but that they are 
welcome. .The national headquarters of the 
SDS as of April 18, 1967 ^ was located in 
Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, 

Illinois. 

LA T-5 (2/27/67) 

This cource advised that VAUGHN was among those in 
attendance at a symposium which was held at the Beverly Hilton - 
Hotel, Beverly Hills, California, on February 26, 1967 . 

ROBERT VAUGHN introduced Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., who spoke 
on the fighting in Vietnam and declared it to be an illegal 
war. He stated that it is not enough to be for peace, but it 
was necessary to get out and demonstrate and protest until "it 
rocks the very foundation of this nation." 

It was announced that a master tape of the day's 
proceedings was being made, copies of which were to be sent 
to every major college in the United States.

"The Press", a daily newspaper published in River¬ 
side, California, in its issue of September 23, 1965 , on 
page B-tv/o, carried an article which indicated that LOUIS 
LOMAX, a controversial television figure in Los Angeles, 
was a commentator and speaker at the Riverside Universalist- 
Unitarian Church in Riverside, California, on September 22, 1965 . 
He indicated that the John Birch Society has brought incredible 
pressure to bear on the sponsors of the ROBERT VAUGHN television 
show to keep him from appearing in the "Freedom Festival" in 
San Bernardino, California, on September 22, 1965* at the National 
Orange Show. ‘ 

LA T-5 (10/29/66) 

This source advised that the name of ROBERT VAUGHN 
appeared on a list of Californians Against Rightist Reaction 
(CARR), Post Office Box Number 35261, Los Angeles, California. 

LA T -6 (10/23/66 ) • 

This source.advised that the Southern Californians 
Against the House Un-American Activities Committee, 

. (SCAHUAC) (see appendix) was cooperating with the 
CARR, who are using the office and files of SCAHUAC 
for mailing of a letter which was signed by Reverend 
FRITCHMAN. This source advised that SCAHUAC and 
the CARR have parallel interests. STEPHEN FRITCHMAN 
is the minister of the First Unitarian Church of Los 
Angeles (see appendix ) and has been since 19^8, 

The premises of the church have been utilized for 
meetings by Communist Party members and sympathizers 
over a period of years. Speakers and lecturers at 
the church frequentljr espouse Communist causes or follow 
the Communist Party line, and such speakers appear 
with the permission and encouragement of STEPHEN 
FRITCHMAN who has, himself, been connected with 
numerous Communist front organizations and activities 
over the years. 

LA T-7 (1/19/67)

LA T-8 (1/25/67) 

LA T-9 ( 1 / 31 / 67 ) 

These sources advised that ROBERT VAUGHN was scheduled 
to be the main speaker at a meeting of the Los Angeles Committee 
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to End the War in Vietnam on January 15; 1967^ at 2570 West 
Pico Boulevard, Los Angeles, California. VAUGHN was not able 
to attend, but sent a letter suggesting that they secure 
"some other important personality" to take his place. 

LA T-5 (6/17/66 ) 

This source advised that the LACEWV, which has been 
known merely as the Committee to End the ’Jar in Vietnam (CEWV) 
was an amalgamation of numerous peace-oriented, and/or civil 
rights groups, and included representations of the SCDCP, 
the Los Angeles Local^- SWP, Women for Legislative Acti'on_ 

(see appendix) , etc.‘and its objective was to protest United 
States involvement in Vietnam and cause withdrawal of all 
•American troops from that country.. 

LA T-10 (3/27/67 ) 

This source advised that ROBERT VAUGHN was scheduled 
to speak on January 15; 19.67; at an anti-Vietnam ’Jar demonstration 
which was sponsored by the Militant Labor Forum (MLF), which 
is another name for the Los Angeles Local, Socialist Workers 
Party.(see appendix). The MLF is used by the Los Angeles Local, 
Socialist Workers Party ('LAL - SWP) to conceal its sponsorship 
of such activities. .... 

The source stated that VAUGHN "backed-out" with the 
explanation that he had” misunderstood the purpose and sponsor¬ 
ship of-the affair. . 1 — 

The "Los Angeles Free Press", a controversial weekly 
newspaper which -is published in Los Angeles, California, in its 
issue of January 27; 1967; on page 21, carried an interview of 
STEVE ALLEN, a television figure. The interview quoted ALLEN 
as saying, "Vaughn is a very bright man. Yes, I wouldn't be 
surprised if someday Bob will run for office. He seems to me . 
to be far brighter than the average entertainer an'd he has also 
clearly demonstrated his political courage just by speaking 
out on Vietnam. But, there are, let me hasten to say, some 
entertainers who are very bright people who are very dedicated,- 
politically." 

The June 23; 1967; issue of the Los Angeles Times, 
a daily newspaper published in Los Angeles, California, on 
pages 21 to 23; Part I, carried an open letter to the President, 
LYNDON BAINES JOHNSON and the Democratic Party, from Dissenting 
Democrats. ROBERT VAUGHN was listed as chairman. 
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This letter reads: 

"This is to respectfully advise you, Mr. 
President, that as of this date, we 8,000 
registered Democrats of Southern California 
who helped elect you in 1964, are disassociating 
ourselves from you and your administration 
because of your conduct of the war in Vietnam. 
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"We voted for you because you gave 
us hope of peace when in your elective cam¬ 
paign you said: 'We are not about to send 
American boys 9 to 10 thousand miles away 
from home to do what Asian boys ought to 
be doing for themselves'. This was a pledge, 

Mr. President. Since then, over 10,000 
Americans and countless Vietnamese have been 
killed in this war. 

"Your administration threatens us daily 
with the prospect of an all-out confrontation 
with China and inevitably with the Soviet Union, 
leading us Inexorably toward a thermonuclear 
holocaust. 

"Mr. President, we dissenting Democrats 
want a cessation of bombing and an end to es¬ 
calation. We want an immediate beginning 
of meaningful negotiations with all forces 
involved in this conflict. We want out of the 
war in Vietnam. 

"We echo the acclamation of Democratic 
Senator, George McGovern who said, 'We seem 
bent on saving the Vietnamese people, even if 
we kill them and demolish their country to do 
so. I do not intend- to remain silent in the 
face of a policy of madness.' 

"We will, also, no longer commit the crime 
of silence. We endorse the statement of Republican 
Senator Mark Hatfield,who said of this war, 'The 
freedom to stand opposed to the government's policy 
is not a privilege that can-be withdrawn when 
the boat begins to rock. That freedom is the 
inherent right of a people in a democracy.' 

"We have taken, pride in the domestic accom¬ 
plishments of the Democratic Party. But, today 
our concern for our country and for humanity out¬ 
weighs any rigid party affiliations. 
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"Mr. President, we advise you and 
those on every level of government that 
from this day on, our campaign funds, our 
energies and our votes go to those and only 
those political figures who work for an 
end to the war in Vietnam.

Speakers and lecturers .at.the church 
frequently espouse Communist causes or follow the Communist 
Party line. Communist front group literature is distributed 
at the church. The church is used by some Communist Party 
members for "mass concentration 1 ' work. 


This same infiltration extends to adjuncts of 
the church such as the Unitarian Public Forum and the Fellow¬ 
ship for Social Justice, formerly 'known as the Unitarian- 
Universalist Fellowship for Social Justice.

“If, in fact, it turns>dut upon re-examination that

QruSatujday, however, the Times printed a story on Lo wenstein’ s j 
efforts, based on a conference he held at the Los Angeles l^ressClub 
Friday morning. The newspaper has also printed a column by noted 
Conservative William. F. Buckley Jr., who says that Lowenstein’s 
position deserves serious consideration. 

Enemy list 

Lowenstein does not agree with some such as Dick Gregory who claim 
that the political assassinations of the sixties involved plots by the CIA. 
He repeatedly claims to have no answers, only questions which must be 
answered to either confirm or deny the second-gun theory. 

Lowenstein’s skepticism has increased in the last few years. His 
discovery that he was “seventh on the Nixon enemy list,” triggered his 
desire to investigate the Kennedy case, though he expected there was 
“nothing to find out except for the fact that Sirhan had done it. . 

“I remember feeling that if someone as obscure as I am was being i 
visited with all that attention, how do I know that the major figures of 
our time weren’t being visited by attention from somewhere.” 

Many historians do not consider Lowenstein, a politician, attorney, 
educator and author, to be “obscure.” In 1967, he founded two 
Democratic organizations opposing Lyndon B, Johnson’s war policy and 
attempting to block his renomination. His “Dump Johnson” movement 
.proved successful. 

v* , Publicfeeling 

Asked this summer to serve as education consultant to Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr, Lowenstein has actively supported Democratic 
presidential contenders in the past. 

Lowenstein spent a full day Friday in interviews arid press 
conferences discussing the Kennedy issue. Last week he also visited 
Stanford University and UC Berkeley to generate public feeling on 
reopening the Kennedy case. Passing around sheets of paper for the 
audience tosign Firday night, he said the names would be used either as 
a petition to reopen the case or as a source of potential volunteers. He 
said he had hoped an organized effort would emerge but remarked later ; 
tha t he found only “a lot of people who seem interested, and then chaos.” j

The entertainment industry publication "The Hollywood 
Reporter" dated April 24, 1973 s noted that "Bob Vaughn and Linda 
Staab are not only steady as they go, but pals in London say 
they're talking about marriage 

On May 1, 1973? LA T-2, who has furnished reliable infor¬ 
mation in the past, and who is familiar with individuals associated 
with the entertainment industry, advised that Robert Vaughn is a 
well-known American Actor who recently has been living in England 
where he was appearing in a television series entitled "The 
Protectors". 'The source said this television series was produced 
by Vaughn's own production company called Ferdporqui Productions 
and by Britain's "master salesman" Sir Lew Grade. 

LA T-2 said Vaughn was born November 22, 1932, in 
New York City, New York. His father and mother were Walter and 
Marcella Vaughn who for many years were well-known stage actors 
in stock and on Broadway. Vaughn attended high school in Minnesota 
and enrolled at the University of Minnesota majoring in journalism. 
While at college, he became active in school dramatics and started 
an acting career- Vaughn came to Los AnppLes and enrolled at 
Los Angeles City College and later at-tLcs-'Angeles State College. 

He graduated from this latter college in 1936 with an M. A. in 
Drama. He served in the United States Army from December 1956 
to June 1958 as a drill sergeant. 

LA T-2 said Vaughn gained a world-wide reputation 
through his starring role in the popular television series "Man 
from U. N. C. L. E." which was distributed around the world. As 
a result of this role, he was featured in many newspaper and 
magazine articles, made public appearances in the United States 
and many other countries, and was "an associate of leaders of 
governments of the Western World." 

LA T-2 said Vaughn obtained his Ph.D. from the University 
of Southern California, Los Angeles, California, in 1970 in 
Communications - Drama after two and one-half years of research 
and writing on a thesis dissertation entitled "An Historical 
Study of the Influence of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities on the American Theater, 1938-1958". This dissertation 
subsequently was published in book form under the title "Only 
Victims - A Study of Show Business Blacklisting" published by 
G. P. Putnam's Sons, New York, with a foreward by Senator George 
McGovern. The source said the book's conclusion, according to 
Vaughn is that the committee's investigations were punitive 

rather than legislative in their ultimate effect because the

investigators were not truly seeking information about the 
alleged or imagined communist conspiracy in the theater world. 

They were anxious to create blacklists and to keep them 
burgeoning throughout the time of the investigations for a 
number of reasons, chiefly publicity ior the committee itself...." 

LA T-2 said Vaughn has been an outspoken opponent of 
U. S„ involvement in Vietnam and began speaking about this problem 
in 1966o He reportedly has lectured on this subject at hundreds 
of colleges and universities,. Vaughn has been quoted as saying, 
"There's been a whole proliferation of lies about our involvement 
in the last seven years, lies that are revealed in the Pentagon 
papers." A newspaper article dated July 17, 1972, stated that 
Vaughn "shares with Jane Fonda a deep emotional estrangement 
from American policy...." 

LA T-2 said an article concerning Vaughn appeared in 
the June 10, 1969, issue of "The Saturday Evening Post" magazine 
which noted that in I960 Vaughn had made speeches for the U„ S„- 
Democratic Presidential nominee and in 1964 had campaigned for a 
California Democratic nominee for U. S„ Senate. The article noted 
that: "....Along the way, Vaughn has LecouieP'Sh ardent, liberal 
Democrat. He has strong opinions on civil rights and on what 
most experts term America's 'mixed economy* which Vaughn describes 
as 'integrating certain aspects of socialism with our free enter¬ 
prise, the way Russia is integrating certain aspects of free enter¬ 
prise with their socialism. That's the word, socialism, and why 
the hell is everyone so afraid of it? I believe in a government 
that helps people who can't help themselves, but without dis¬ 
couraging private-initiative and enterprise....'" 

LA T-2 said the publication "TV Guide" dated January 3 , 

1973, contained an article concerning Vaughn and his television 
series "The Protectors"-. -This article described Vaughn as a 
bachelor and stated "....but his friendship with a pretty American 
girl named Linda Staab is at the point where anything might happen." 

LA T-2 said the "Los Angeles Times" newspaper dated 
February 18, 1971, reported that one Kathie Geaton and Vaughn had 
been fast friends for more than two years and that Ceaton was then 
seven months pregnant. This source said the Los Angeles newspaper the 
"Herald-Examiner" dated February 18, 1972, reported "....Actor 
Robert Vaughn, 38, today was ordered to pay London Television 
Production Secretary Kathleen M. Geaton, 23, monthly support of 
$500 for the child she claims the actor fathered last year. 
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Superior Court Commissioner Hyman 0 o Danoff made the support 
order after ruling - for purpose of the su'pport hearings only - 
that Vaughn is the father of Matthew Allard,' born March 7, 1971•" 

"Daily Variety" dated May 9, 1966, contained an article 
reporting that the actor Robert Vaughn had applied for a visa to 
visit Peking, China. According to the article, Vaughn hoped to 
qualify for a "scholarship visa" on the basis of courses he was 
then taking at the University of Southern California preparing 
him for a Ph.D. in Communications. 

The "Herald-Examiner" newspaper dated November 27, 1967, 
reported that Vaughn had spoken at a public hearing in Los Angeles. 
The article said Vaughn had been actively engaged in speaking 
against the United States Vietnam policy and gave a detailed 
analysis of his objections. He charged that facts do not support 
the claim that China has demonstrated aggressive tendencies. He 
advocated cessation of the bombings and recognition of the National 
Liberation Pront as part of the immediate action necessary to bring 
peace. 

The "Los Angeles Times" newspaper dated December 6, 1967, 
reported that. "about iwo years -.IY,-hero Vaughn gave his 

first anti-Vietnam speech in Indianapolis which subsequently made 
him national chairman of an organization called Dissenting Democrats 
which now has branches in 15 states and hundreds of thousands of 
signers of newspaper advertisements in 25 large cities from coast 
to coast." In a "Los Angeles Times" article dated September 7, 1967, 
Vaughn described Dissenting Democrats as a political organization 
of Democrats whose aim was to elect candidates who would work 
to end U. S„ participation in the war in Vietnam. 

"The Poly Post", a student newspaper of the California 
State Polytechnic College, Pomona, California, dated May 26, 1972, 
contained an article which noted that Robert' Vaughn was scheduled 
to speak on the campus on May 26, 1972, on "The Politics of Change - 
George McGovern." The article described Vaughn as a political 
activist in his own right who was considered a top drawing card 
for Senator McGovern. The article noted that Vaughn had earned 
his Ph.D. at the University of Southern California and had an 
impressive list of credentials in the political field. He further 
was described as a political commentator for the British Broadcasting 
Corporation during the 1970 elections in England and that he 
currently had his own. political talk shoivn on KABC Radio, Los 
Angeles. He was reported to have distinguished himself as an . 
observer at the Democratic National Convention in 1968. 
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LA T-3, who has furnished reliable information in the 
past, advised on April 9, 1973, that the actor Robert Vaughn 
became a member of Screen Actors Guild, 7750 Sunset Boulevard, 

Los Angeles, on June 17, 1955, and continues to-date as a member 
in good standing. This source said Vaughn maintains his address 
of record as 8050 Mulholland Drive, Los Angeles. This source 
said Vaughn is well-known as an actor and became prominent because 
of his role in the highly regarded television series "Man From 
U.N.C.L.E." which ran on American television for several years. 

The source said Vaugjm formerly reportedly had'ambitions to run for 
a major political office, but recently has made no published 
comments concerning this matter. b6

A review of this 
file indicates investigation of VAUGHN was conducted in 1967 to 
ascertain if his inclusion in the Security or Reserve Index was 
warranted predicated upon his active participation in programs 
and demonstrations protesting U. S. invlvement in Vietnam in 
which he had the opportunity to associate and to work with 
individuals who were part of the communist movement and who were 
extensively engaged in protesting U. S. policy in Vietnam. 
Informants who had knowledge of phases of Communist Party and/or 
subversive activity advised in June 1967 that they had no infor¬ 
mation indicating membership or activity.in any such organization 
on the part of VAUGHN; and the determination .was made that VAUGHN 
did not qualify for inclusion on the Security or Reserve Index. 
Los Angeles indices contain no information .subsequent to June 
1967 indicating any change in VAUGHN*s status in this regard.

It will be noted that a "Daily Variety" article dated 
4/23/73 reported VAUGHN had ma de a tonr of various Asian and 
Southeast Asian countries with 1 | but the article 

omitted any reference to China. It might be assumed from this 
omission that VAUGHN*s requested visa to visit China was not 
granted. 


There is no indication to believe that VAUGHN should 
be considered a security risk. His stated viewpoints and his 
current profession preclude him from any consideration for 
development as an informant, and he is not being considered for 
interview in connection with this proposed travel. 


No additional investigation of VAUGHN appears warranted 
on the basis of this visa request and Lcs Angeles is placing this 
case .in -a nl.os.en. status.
